LPP Speaker Says French 
Regard Conscription as DiàM^ 



"The French Canadians regard 
themselves as a people apart, and 
feel that they sliould have the right 
to m.nke tltelr own decisions in such 
matters as conscription." Gui Caron, 
provincial head of the L.P.P., said 
yesterday in an address on "Frcncl» 
Ca'nada and Con.scripUoii." 

•Thc-mcoling was at a noon forum 
meeting of the L.P.P. Club. "They 
regard conscription as a dictate 
being Imposed upon them by a 
government outside their, own so- 
eity,!' Caron said. . 

The speaker declared that in the 
plebiscite of 1043. when the Do- 
minion Government asked the 
Canadian people for permission to 
disregard Us previous promise' not 
to impose conscription, 80 per cent 
ot: Quebec's people -voted- not- to 
five that permission. This 80 -per 
cent is the approximate figure ot 
French population in Quebec, he 
said. 

Mr. Caron also stated that there 
has been increasing pressure In the 
United States and Canada for re- 
examination of foreign policy, and 
gave as evidence .the storm of pro- 
test, including Canadian and Brit- 
ish diplomatic protest whicli was 
raised >vhen President- -Truman 
made his recent declaration on the 




possibility of employing the Atomic .v, 
bomb in Korea.

We don't envy thent in Ihis.task. It involves 
a different coneeplion of the average student 
than that which seems to be widespread both 
■ on the campus and in the community at large. 

The popidar stereotype of student behaviour 
is that which lias been termed "Joe College". 
It involves individualistic, drr.ss. loud con- 
versation in piililic ])laccs, a happy liisregard 
for the rules of behaviour which arc fnilnwcd 
by (itlirr segments of the population, and Uic 
priuei|)lc tliat studies should never lie per- 
milteil to interfere ,with e-vtracinriciilar ac- 
tivities. 

We can tiiink nf many wlio .-^peud largp 
amounts of tiieir time living well within the 
boundaiics of this liriiavinur pattern. It is also 
luobablc that faculty nicinbcrs of the univ- 
ersity euii give evidence that such behaviour 
intrudes, on occasion, into the classroom. 

The Pincement Service'.. on (he other hand, 
advances the piopositicni that tiic average 
."tudent, or at least tiie average student who 
applies for a joi), is "sincere, industrious, trust- 
worthy, and generally a very desiial)le mem- 
ber of the community. 

■ That is an excellent, if iinconvcntionnl, idea. 
' To' some, it will no dotibt be a rather shock- 
ing one. If it were applied to all campus activ- 
ities both within and witliniit the classroom, 
and if it were tlie sidijcci of .-crions thought 
by the stuiicnt body, its potential effects upon 
life in the college community might be rather 
interesting to observe.

tribution of goods and services," 
the first chapter deals with the 
scope of 'economic knowledge and 
the borderlines: between economics 
and$the%othc^Social Sciences.

International 
animosity on economic grounds Is 
directed against countries that are 
large markets or large producers 
when they ,act monopollstlcally. 
Inequality of distribution In inter 
national resources causes much con- 
flict. The "have-nots" often seek 
to expand territorially. 

The effects on economic policy 
of "pressures , from the interest 
gro'^iips arc next discussed. Business 
attempts 'to offset declining profits 
by maintaining a suificicnt rate' of 
technological growth and. by mon 
opoly powers. Businessmen argue 
that business interest is society's in

The rationale 
of business is often fallacious and 
business mortality is an Indication 
of this. Labour wants social secur- 
ity financed by (axes on upper-level 
Incomes.

Common Will, Difficult. 
In the fin^l Chapter, Politics, Eth- 
ics, and the Crisis of Democracy, 
Dr. Higgins states that the crisis 
stems from the conflict of the In- 
terest groups.

posed by any one group. Opposi- 
tion parties at all times hinder pol- 
icy formulation and administration 
Although it is difficult If not Im- 
possible to find a commorf will, the 
electorate should decide the ends 
of policy; the economist should de- 
cide the means.
